N ſacred Scriptures(getitle Rea- 
dcr) among others we finde this 
lawe full ot Chriſtian Love and 
charitie: Thon ſhalt reffore again the 
rang or fring Ore or Aﬀſe of 


cattle of our enimies: howe much more then dothey 
will vs to helpe y miſcrable caſe & great dangers of 5 bo- 
dies of our friends, & to reſtore their health; Wherfore 
when as (together with Theophrafius Paraceſſus & other 
excellẽt mer. )ynderſtoode the errors of many Phiſitions 
of our time, i begã to deuiſe with my ſeli by what meanes 
I Might atraine to the knowledge of true Phiſicke which 
is derived out of the light of nature, not our of the darke 
writings of the heathen, And I iudged that it was neceſ- 
ſarie to trauell, and to goe ynro fatte places, to ſeeke out 
learning and knowledge,and not to hope or looke for it, 
ſicting at home idlelie. I prepared iny ſelfe thereforeto 


my iourney, and with long trauell and labour haue ſear- 


ched out and learned thoje thinges which for Chriſtiatf 
. louc lake Ican no longer keepe ſilent, that I mighr call 
B, backe

backe the wandring children into the path of true doc- 
trine, and hauing declared my iourncy and labours, they 
alſo being excuſed and defended which are laide open 
vnto all manner of ſlaunders by thoſe which ſo greatlie 
commende the heatheniſh Phyſicke , whoſe deceits 
in ſome part I will endeuour to diſcloſe; I will after- 
ward ſhewe what thdſe which arc deſirous of true and 
natural phyſicke, ate to looke for at my hands, and what 
Bookes of true Phyſicke which I haue gathered together 
in ſundrie places (being mooued with compaſſion to- 
wards thoſe that goc aſtray) l will communicate and ſer 
foorth for their publike protite and commoditic , But 
firſt the matter fo requireth,thar to auoide the hatred of 
the common ſort as well from my ſelfe as from all other 
fauorers of the art of Separation, I ſhould duely anſwere 
vnto the aduetſaties whoſc frowardneſſe and malice is 
ſuch, that they will with proud words annihilate, reiect 
& condemae others inuentions, which they themſelues 
ſee and perceiue they may vſe with great ſucceſſe and 
profite. And yet they in the meane ſeaſon arrogate vnto 
themſelues the commendations due vnto the authors, 
and with a lying kinde of ſtealth robbe the inuenters of 
Artes of their due honour; which is a ſuttle kind of craft 
ſpringing out ofthe deceits of the old ſerpent. For when 
az reports are ſpread of the ſtraunge cures of ſundrie 
grieuous diſeaſes, which arc wrought by the beneſite of 
tynctutes and vegetall and mynerall ſpirits,by the cun- 
ning and labour ot thoſe whom the common fort at this 
day call Chymiſts or Alchymiſts:by and by on the con- 
rraric part they cry out that thoſe colliar phyſitians can 
do no good but ki: all men that put themſclues into their 
hands with their venemous medicines , ſo that they 
ought to be driuen out of the common wealth, and that 
they are deceiuers, and that their extractions and pre · 
paratioms, ther ſubtile and thinne ſpirite will profite no- 
thing, & that the ſpirite of Vitrioll is poyſon, the eſſence 
of Antimonicand Mercutie is nothing, the ——

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ot >ulphuc is nothing worth, neither the liquor of Gold: 
and (to be briefe)chat all things are contrarie to the na- 
ture of man, and more to be auoyded than the eyes of a 
Baſiliſck: And yet they in the meane time like cunni 

andcraftic theeues priuily and with faire pick 
out from the poore Chymyſts the ſecrers of Phyſicke, & 
ſecreatly learne thoſe things, which they forbid the com- 
mon people as poy ſons, afterwards chalenging them for 
their one — And by this wicked iniurie they 


derive vnto lues the fauour,friendſhip,praiſe,gi 
and rewards of men which by good right —— 


due vnto thoſe that by their labour ſwear, watching, and 


diligent ſearch in naturall things by Vulcanes art haue 
found out ſuch — — publiſhed them for the com- 
mon commoditie of man. And yet not contented thete- 
with, they alſo publiſh great voſumes killed with toyes, 
lyes,and ſophiſticarions;going about aſmuch as in them 
is, to ſuppteſſe, ouerthrowe & vreerly to extinguiſh the 
light with darknes, and the truth with lyes, and practiſe 
(che moſt plaine and manifeſt workemyſtres)cſtabliſhed 
even by trueth it ſelſe, with a vaine fained ck de- 
uiſed by their owne ſubtile braine I ſay tothee (chou no- 
table Doctor that ſo backbiteſt Paraceſſus) howe canſt 
thou by any meanes with thy trifling wordes de face the 
worke it kel orwich thy Theorych refell the practiſe?

Arnzmonygwhich doth plucke vp foddinly at once by the 
tootes thei uics of the feugr,alkbough not without 
great weakening of che powers, yet it healeth: And yet 
we allowener ſuch perillous cure: . And-lo likewiſe of 
others. Now ii che Minctals werke clus not being tight -

And home can you with a ſafe. conſcience reiect 
thoſe thinges whereof you haue no knowledge? It is 
nut ſufficient to afficme anie thing. except it bee conſit- 
med by prabable and grounded reaſons.

Jors. Is it not a great follie to write againt's thing. and 
not to vnderſtande it well before? Such as are addic« 
ted to Paraceiſus doctrine, when they perceiue you haue 
no ſtronget weapons than thoſe you haue hitherto ga- 
theted, they will conclude that you rather confirme 
and eſtabliſh Paracelſns Phyſicke, than confure it. It 
is not enough to ſay a thing is falſe, except there bee 
moreprobable and better ſhewed, Herebyit appeareth 
that yee nouriſh a ſecrete ignorance of naturall chinges 
in your ſelues. Whatꝰ Are you thoſe great Phyſicians & 
excellent Philoſophers Howe commeth it then to paſſe 
that the force of drugges are hidden & vnknowen vnto 

ou ? Doe you not in this pomt come neere vnto the 
Empirickes whom you with great pride & brag of know« 
ledge reie&, when as you ſay : the Chymiſt be hee ne- 
uer ſo excellent is no Phyſuian, but he that with iudge- 
ment and reaſon hath learned to make and vie allre - 
medies for diſcaſes : For in thoſe pomtes conſiſteth the 
cheefeſt gloric and commendation of a Phyſitian, and 
the onely ſaſetie of the ficke. Howe vaine is this 
reaſonable Phyſitian , which prepareth his medi- 
cines with reaſon and not with the hande He is the ve- 
rie Phyſitian that with his one hande purgeth his me- 
dicines from their venim, and being ſo prepared with 
ſharpe judgement doeth applie them to their proper diſ- 
eaſes, ihat the ſeede of the diſeaſe may bee pulled vp by 
the rootes, and fo muſt the ſpeculation and die 
reaſon and the worke concurte and inyne together, be- 
cauſe judgement without practiſe is barten. Tell 
mee, howe commeth it to paſſe that Mercurie healeth 
the French Pockes and the filthie ſcabbe? Why do you 
commands the miſerable ſicke perſons to annoint them 
ſelues with quickſiluet as ſhepheards greaſe their ſhepe® 
How happeneth — ſay) that Mercurie is the ſpeciall 
beſt remedie aginſt thele diſeaſes Do you denic y me- 
tals do anie thing yea and y greateſt part of theſe cure? 
Why do you cammande ſick os arg uiſected vnh Le-

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profie to ſwallowe Gold?Why doe you boile it in brothes 


with capons?Whie doe you mingle Leafe golde in your 
* es and electuaties ? You knowe that the force of the 
is oſten delaide that it breaketh not out into 
the vpper part of the ⁊lunne by taking of crude gold into 
the ſtomacke; Then if golde that is compact and not 
reſolued doe workethis effect, what will not the ſpirite of 
— woorke. becing looſed from his c ſub»

If you will not belecue Paracelſus that rhe cure of 
moſt daungerous diſeaſes licth hidden in metals, at the 
leaſt credite thoſe that liued long before him amongſt 
whom Arnoldus De villa nana is chiefe, wha in his 0 
of the preſeruation of youth ſaith thus, Pearles diſſol - 
ued into liquor, comfort the naturall heate, helpe the 
trembling of che heart, and thoſe that are fearefull, and 
properly they clatiſie the bloude of the heart, and ma- 
nie diſeaſes arc cured by them. For it is a ſalt of the 
myne which the wiſe call their Animall ſtone, and ſome 
the Mynerall Chifir, and all the maiſtetie in the _ 
ing of it, is that it may bee reſlolucd into a molt pure 
potable warer with ſuch things as doe nor deſtroy 
his nature. This ſaith Arnoldus, who ſpeaketh not of 
ſtamping but of ſolution : but to what purpoſe doe I al- 
ledge this Verily that you may ſee how with your owne 
{words you cut your owne throats , you do vie Pearles, 
Corals and precious ſtones in your Electuaries and 
broths, & thoſe you beat into powder, You perceiue as it 
were a certaine medicinal vertue in precious ſtones, but 
you deale as naughtie cookes & rude counttie vom dot 
that when Partriges or Hares come to their hand, they 
thruſt them into the pottage pot , ot elſe ſeeth them in 
waterzeuen fo you ſtampe & breake your pearles which 
ſhould rather be diſſolued. Albeit you make 


det as ſubtill as the aire , you ſhoulde noting pro- 
it 


fte: but as you put it into the ſtomack: ſo ſhall you ſee i 
palſeaway againe , and bereupon of verie acceſſirie 
were 
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were the rules of Chymick preparations browghr into 
phyſick, which you doe hate worle than a ſerpent of a 
dogge,with the praQtiſers of them. 

What ſhall neede many words? If you will nor yet 
graunt that the ſpecial cure of diſeaſes conſ ſteth in my- 
nerals, hearken what Andreas Matheolus ſayeth in the 
fourth booke of his Epiſtles: The bodies of the ſicke 
being full of ſeedes of diſeaſes , will hardly be healed 
without metalline medicines. And in his treatiſe of An- 

monie he ſayeth: Antymonie doth no leſſe purge the 
iſeaſcs of the bodies, than metals, from ſuperfluities, 
This did that learned man vnderſtande when as yet he 
knewe not the true preparation of Antymony, Likewiſe 
he greatly eſteemeth the potable Golde, the prepara- 
tion whereof , as the ſame Matheolus vſed it, I will de- 
clare ynto you, becauſe you ſhall not be ignorant. 
Take gold twiſe or thriſe purged with Antymony,make 
it into thinne plates and in a ſitte veſſel, hang the plates 
that they touch not one another, and let it be butned & 
ealcyned in a fornace duely prepared by the ſpace of 
halfe ayeare with a verie ſtrong fire vntill at the length 
the plates being taken out and layd open in the ayre, 
they do diſſolue and there flowe from it a certaine oylie 
humor red of colour and of taſte ſweeriſh. He drewe out 
two ounces of oyle of Gold, but out of that which was 
not ſo wel burnt, the liquor did not ſo readily runne out. 
Sometimes he vſed to powre on the ſpirite of wine rec- 
ried], and that ſo long and ſo much vntill the whole 
red colour was drawen out. You ſhall reQtifie thoſe 
ſpirites or eſſence of wine veric ſubtilly, if you put it 
into a glaſſe cucurbite vnder a lembick with a recei- 
uer, and ſet it in moſt cold or ſi water, and couer the 
head round about with a linnen cloth ſteeped in warme 
water, for then the ſubtiler partes wil riſe vp leauing the 
waterie ſubſtance in the bottome. Gold —. and 
often infuſed with the ſpirit of wine with many imbibi- 
wons , and againe diſtilled by a lembicke, Icaueth in 
B the

the bottome behinde a reddiſh liquor. That Phyfition 
vicd fuſt to purge the bodie, and then to ſhaue & heate 
the crowne of the head, and then io powre on a dram 
of thatoyle , and to giue ſo much allo to be drunke in 
Malueſey. The like is to be wrought with fine filuer 
for the diſeaſes of the head, and ſo likewiſe of other me- 
rals for being duelie prepared they do dulolue decaule 
they are ſakes. 

This man hath manie other mynerall medicines, 
which were neuer knowen either to Galene, ot to Hy- 
pocrates, but brought to light by our Theopbroſius P- 
celſus,of whome you great Philoſophers and Phyficgans 
oncly in name do vndiſcreetely write, Do youthinke 
all chings vtterly vnpoſſible into other men which you 
your ſelie knowe not, or cannot do, ot that you cannot 
compaſſe with your diuine knowledge? What will you 
fay to this? I know a man that within three, or at the 
moſt ſixe dayes, can heale the French puckes with his 
Turpetum minerale, not with that which is made with 
oyle of Vitryoll, but with another farre more excellent 


which ſhall not come to your hands or knowledge ex- 


cept you lay aſide your frowardnes, and ceaſe to bring 
the Paraceſſa in ſuſpition with the common people 
and noble men, and to defraud them of the ſtuit ot their 
iuſt labours, You ſay , What haue you brought to 
aſc? what haue you found out whereby you ſhoulde 
ke for praiſe or proſiteꝰ? Then wee dodemaunde 


of you: What haue you found out whereby Phyſicke is 


the bettet furniſhed ? We haue brought into Phyſicke, 
Eſſences,oyles, balmes, & ſaltes, all which the Alchy- 
myſtes ſcholes haue found out. And how great babe 


is come vnto Phyſick only by true diſtillation, it is kno» 


wen vntoall men, and daily experience teacheth, howe 

treat conimoditie hath redounded thereby vnto the 
Feke ln che meane time, if you ſo much deteſt the 
labour, yet at the leaſt ſpare our good name. But it is 
no matuell: doth it not ſo alwayes happen, dat the beſt

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abour is woorſt accepted and recompenſed > Euery 
good man — wiſedome, and fidelnie, 
can vitneſſe the lame, hat rewarde they haue often re- 
ceiued for their fidelitie and opening of the trreth. So 
ſome men when they can ſay no more they obicct vnto 
the ſearchers of nature their pouertie, falling the eares 
of the common people with glorious lies always chan» 
ting vpon thoſe things which tollowe vpon the abuſe & 
dangerous cures of the counterfeit Paraceſſeau, iudgi 
all things by their contempt, pouertie, vile eſtate, 
baſenctie, but they will quickly auoyd that deſpiſed po- 
uertie, which willingly they ſuſtaine that the nature of 
things might daily more and more bee knowen vnto 
men, whereby the vnaccuſtomed cures of moſt grie- 
uous dilcaſes , might at length be founde out, with the 
which ſuch as are diſeaſed might through your flug+ 
giſhneſfle all dye, iſ God hauing compaſſion vpon them 
now at the ende of the worlde had not prouided whole- 
ſome medicines, euen by moſt conremned men. The 
Lepeis and goutie, the infected wich the Prhufick, fal» 
ling ficknes, and French pockes , deuowred with the 
canker,fyſtula,and giiedie woolſe, wich the dropſie, and 
palley, and that with the plague and other dileaſcs, are 
thruſt into their graues. Theſe (1 ſay) and many other 
more,whome you through ignorance with your nau 
tie and corrupt potions and purgations, like bouchers 
haue buryed alue, will riſe vp againſt you, Theſe (I 
lay) will call you to anſwere, and accuſe you, euen the 
poore, whome you haue robbed of their goods , will 
require your bloud for the loſſe of their bodics,and cone 
ſuming of their money . Then what a madneſſe and 
cruel fooliſhnefle is this, that in the time of any gregt 
lague, ſuch as are inſected, you ſhut vp in houſes, 
et markes vppon them, keepe them in priſon , ſtran- 
pc them with cares, and ſolitarmeſſe, and kill them for 
unger; Is the plague ſo to be cured } Or whether doe

as atnotime(ifhelpe be required)there is greater neede 
of fellowſhip, companic , comfort and helpe than in the 
time of O vhat great puniſhment haue you de- 
ſerued that refule thoſe that are forſaken of their friends 
farre from their kindred and as it were thruſt into ex- 
le, whoſe ſolitarineſſe hath beene more violent vnto 
them than the diſeaſe: and griefe of minde hath killed 
rather than the ſickneſſeꝰ what I pray you is true and 
Chriſtian friendſhip ? doeth not this complaint of the 
ficke ſtyrre vp vnto pitie * When I was in health thou 
wert my friend, thou diddeſt vifit me, and helpe me, but 
nowe that I am ſicke thou doeſt abhorre me and lyeſt 


wade ptinces to ſtoppe the paſſages, that 
lers ſhall paſſe vnto choſe . 


man ſmile v ou if you would refreſh his languiſhi 

lufe with — balme: then woulde mr 
the fight of you, and call you his father. Euerie naturall 
Phiſition of neceſſitie ought to make his medicines with 
his one handes , and not to commit them vnto an vn- 


full cooke, not to hill great volumes with receirs , 2 


the which I ſee thoſe that ate ſtudious in phyſicke are 
in a manner oucrwhelmed that they be teadie almoſt to 
ſal downe and die vnder ſo heauie a burthen of teceipts. 
Phyſicke is not ſo learned but with the labour of the 
hands, practiſe being workmyſtres where Vulcan day 
by day doth ſhew new and pleaſant remedies which na- 
ture teacheth the good ſteward her workeman , daily to 
rge better and better from their ſuperftuities, Do you 
e for a rich harueſt and doc not firſt plownor ſowe? 
Looke foi knowledge of the ſecreat naturall powers and 
do not firſt ſeeke it out by labour with the fire? forthe 
moſt part of you all are daintie and ſlouthfull, and hee 
that is ſlacke in his workes , goeth like a blind man vnto 
his practiſe. If you did not ſo much abhorre the Chymi- 
call art you would learne to ſeparate the pure from the 
— — is the cauſe of the cortuption of things) 
by long digeſtions, diſtillations & imbiby tions, whereby 
you ſhould make your medicines pure and cleane be- 
fore you miniſter it to the ſicke ſo yppon the ſodaine re- 
ceiuing the ſicke nature ſhould be retreſhed whereas the 
weake — cannot concoct, digeſt & ſeperate groſſe 
matters. But theſe great Doctors will not bee ſcholers, 
or yong ſoldiers, no more than an old dog wilbe brought 
to hunting with whips, & gna his line & ſhew his grin- 
ning teeth to him that leadeth hum, rather than he wilbe 
ruled: Euen ſo you will rather openly gaineſay the ttuth 
and like dogges barke and bite at it, than you will con- 
fefſe your err ouri. What ꝰ ought this to be a reproch vn- 
to the Chymiſtes that for the true preparations of me- 
decines — of youare ignorant, and for their great la- 
bour and paine which you doe eſchewe they ſhould be 
accounted beggers poore and ragged,do you not thinke 
that the common people wilat the length finde out your 
deceirs? You haue beene ſufficienthe warned of manie 
doctors of Phyſicke who truely haue not allowed your 
childiſh cures. Amongſt whom Conrade Geſner is one, and 
manic other moe, * 
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ich if they were living moſt cer-. 
tanely 
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rainely would denie your fained art. Like wiſe John 1/4 
of Cullen which floriſhed 1510, doeth ſharplic reprooue 
the Phyſitions of his time who in his wriungs yponthe 
plague and labyrinth of Phyſitions moſt plainly and ex- 
—— entreateth of metalline medicines, and quini- 
eſſences, and ſheweth their vſe. What will you aniwere 
to thoſe thinges which that Door Gorrews hath written 
in y fifth booke of the extraction of the quinteſſence out 
of herbes, where in his Coments he ſo excellently ex- 
tolleth metaline medicines, & did vſe them, lutle eſtee- 
ming your medicines: for he ſaieth the Diſtillations uf 
waters out of herbes and other ſuch things wherein the 
A aries do boaſt, are almoſt of no ſot ce, for it is no- 
thing elſe but the fleame of the thing whoſe principall 
Lquor conſiſteth in the oyle and ſalt. 

But that I may ſtirre vp in you an earneſt deſire to 
know the maruelous properties of things, 1 will tepete 
vnto you the iudgement of Fernebus Ambianus in his ſe- 
conde booke, & xviiz. chapter De Abditis rerumcauſis, 
When firſt (ſayeth he) I gaue my ſelfe to the ſtudie of 
that fuſible and met alline philoſophie called Chimya, 
through Jong trauell (as manie other had,) Igetting a 
moſt perfect maſter or teacher, did drawe out of eucrie 
plant and other liuing things verie diuerſe and ſundrie 
ſubſtances: Firſt water, and that veric pleacitull it the 

lant were greene, more ſcarſer if it were drie: then oyle 

t not that fatt and filthy ſubſpnc e, which by preſle is 
drawen of our men, but the wkmanſhip of a more ex- 
ecllent art, which ncither eafily cortupteth nor ſowreth 
by age, and that of two ſorte s, one thinne and whute 
another dryer and ted, &c. then it followeth, I will ell 

ou by your leaue: not vttering this whole ſectete, 

t teaching you vppon what true groundes it dvech 
conſiſt , Bur leaſt the ſtrange obſcuritie of the name 
might offend you , which the fathers haue cove- 
— vnder a ſhadowe or darke kinde of ſpecch,l wil moſt 


plainly and openly ſhewe it io his place, And yet you 
can- 


cannot away with them that giue you good counſel, as 
allo you will not ſuffer learned and excellent men, nei» 
ther Gerard Dorne, doctor of Phuſicke, home no doubt 
God hath rayſed vp vnto vs, This moſt excellent man 
is worthic of eternall memorie , becauſe that he by no 
injurie, neither petils could be rerrified, but that by his 
laſt writings, hz hath made Paracelſus more famous, 
who doethexcell with a moſt auncient grauitic and au- 
thoririe, that at the leaſt hee might helpe the children 
of learning, ſot whoſe defence as a valiant ſouldier hee 
contendeth by worde and deede cuen to the death, che 
fellow and companion of that learned Phiſition Jeſephus 
famous in phy ſicke, who hath excellently 
delcrued for phiſicke: and in his bookes hath vttered 
matie excellent philoſophicall ſectetes vnto the poſte- 
ritie and opened manic hidden ſpagiticall medicines, 
and would haue brought to light greatet things if the 
ingratitude of ſome had not ſtopped his willing minde, 
and ſpecially of a perfumer which goeth about to 
reprooue manie thinges , and to allowe but fewe in 
his writing, and yet not able to ſhewe better. 
Whereby it commeth to paſſe that through one mans 
ingratitude, all feele loſſe and lacke, Proceede there - 
fore with courage, dtyue away thoſe drones, & ſluggiſh 
beaſtes from the racke , ſo (hall your head be crowned 
with perpetuall prayſe. In the meane time whatrſocuer 
we haue gotten by manic trauels, and founde out and 
learned with labour, wee will here annexe, praying our 
aduerſaties that if they neede them not, they will not 
contemme or ſlandet them, or terrifie others which with 
willing minde would embraſe theſe our labours: or elſe, 
to teach them ſome bettet things ; conſidering yet that 
ſomething in the meane time ought to bee giuen and 
— vnto him, which tor Phyſickes ſake hath put 
mſclfc in ſo manie dangers. 
After the great murder and furic of our countrey 
men the French men, when 1 vent with D. charles of 
chanliꝙ. 
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chanbray, D. of Panſay into Italie, travelling through 
Iftria, Raguſarm,Sclanonia , Macedonia and ani, Lin- 
ceſſantly applyed my whole ſtudie ro vnderſtande and 
know ſome certaintie touching the Philoſophers ſtone 
or chymicall matters. But I coulde finde no true philo- 
ſophers, onely falſe Phyſitions and Chymyſtes euerie 
where which either had altogether none, or elſe verie 
little knowledge of natutall artes land preparations, 

At the length(by Gods good will) I happened vppon a 
very learned man Daniell By ſhop of Dalmatia, Vnto 
this moſt excellẽt man I directed my letters (the which 
togither with his anſwere, a little after ſent to me, I will 
hereafter publiſh,) wherein you ſhall ſce mane philo- 
ſophic all points delectable tobe read and vnderſtoode. 
At the length when I had ſufficiently ſearched over the 
Eaſt countreys, and could gather no certame point in 
natutall ſciences, I determmed to take my iourney to» 
wardes Germanie with the moſt curtuous prince Cab. 
meu Vydam of Chartres ſtill employing my minde to the 
earneſt ſtudie of Chymicall Phiſicke. And there I vn- 
derſtood that Kings and Princes were deceiued by ve 
$kilful practizers, which did vtter and ſell their ſophiſti- 
cat Chymycall artes, vhich they had begged and ſcrat · 
ched togither out of all corners with a pompous ſhewe 
decciuing the Princes of their — it com- 
meth to paſſe that daily a 2 number of ſophiſters, & 
ſophiſticators doe daily riſe and ſpring vp , through 
which,nor onely the moſt commendable att of Alchy- 
mie recciuerh great detriment, is oppreſſed, and adul- 
terate, and the Chymyſtes themſelues made hatefull 
vnto all men,conſuming their life, time, and goods vpon 
vaine workes and practiſes: but alſo there redoundeth 
moſt great hurt and damage vnto the common wealth. 
For there ate many deceiuers ſo craſtie, that with a diſ- 
ſembled experience in the Chymicall art, and with fai- 
ned frindſhip and great promiſes they do craftily learne 
ot others their cunning, which they challenge for their 


owne,eſtceme of great value, and carrie them abaut to 
be lolde. As on atimecertaine knaues by craft gate 
from mee certaine written boołes, and ſolde them tor a 
great ſurume of money. Common wealths and the 
Thymicall art ſhould be verie well prouided for, if that 
ſuch knaues might be puniſhed and reſtrained by the 
magiſtrate, ſo ſhould the ſtudious of the art be leſſe 
dec eiued, and in ſhort ſpace the true and pure art would 
appeare from thoſe ſhadowes & ſophiſtications. Where- 
fore, to q ende that ſuch as be deſirous of y art — — 
ſome pledge from mee, here with they may this 
ſcience more plaine, I will ſhortly God willing, ſer forth 
three bookes uf the Phyloſophers ſtone, written by di · 
uerſc auchors,whereot the firſt was drawen out of cer« 
taine charecter: by a noble Brytaine, herein all the 
darke ſpeaches of the Phyloſophers are moſt plainly 
expounded, whereunto I will annexe two hundred cer · 
taineinfallible and true philoſophicall rules, whereby 
thoſe that doe erte and doubt touching the matter of 
the ſtone, ſnalbe confirmed, The ſeconde booke is Is 
hannes de Rowillaſco Pedomommamus, which tteateth of the 
Phyloſophers Mercurie, and how it is drawen togithet 
with an Epiſtle of John Ponganus of the ſame argument. 
But there is a more certaine excellent treatiſe of an yn 
certaine author, which doth explane manic doubres in 
that ſacred Phyſicke, 

And becaule that all nations ſpecially the Germans 
haue written bookes in their one language, wil alſa 
write two bookes in F French tongue for 5 helpe of ſuch 
as are ſtudious of Philoſophie wherein I will intreat of 
many preparations and ſpeciall medicines tryed by me 
and others alſo of diuerſe clyxirs of the Philoſophers 
extractions of mercuries and mercurial) waters, of many 
and diverſe dMlutions,l will alſo adde the interpretati- 
ons of ſundrie Charaers wherewith the bockes both of 
the olde and newe writers are written to couer and hide 
the art, Alſo the expoſition of a certaine Alphabet with- 
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dat the which the worke can hardly be vnderſtood. And 
two treatiſet, the one of the vertues of the vegetall and 
mynerall oy les, the other of the ſaltes and properties of 

vegetals and mynerals, vhereunto [ will alſo ioyne 
two treatiſes of Philoſophicall mynes and of making of 
vinegers; the which my labour and ſtudie if I ſee it ac- 
ceptable vnto thoſe that are ſtudious of that art, I will 
ſhortly ſer forth greater thinges which many with their 
whole hearts do wiſh and deſire In the meane time rake 
in good part this litt le weorke. That which we haue hy- 
therto ſpoken is ſpoken onely vnto thoſe that doe fo 
deadly hate the Chymicall phyſicke which thinke no- 
thing can be well or proſitablie taught in Phyſicke that 
the olde harpe ſoundeth not. As though that nature 
were not more than Galene, or that all the learning oſ 
Phyſickowere to be drawen from the Heathen, or that 
they alone had poliſhed the art, and eſtabliſhed it with 
ſuch ſound arguments. Why doe you not out of thoſe 
authors confute thoſe excelent men which ate folowers 
of Paracelſus , amongſt whome that great Doctor 
Perus Senerinus a Dane is chie fe, who in his Idea hath o- 
pened the inuincible foundation of Paraceſſian Phyſick. 
Why do you not anſwete to the Monarchie of the Tri · 


nitie of that learned doctor & Phyſitian Gerard Dorne? 


Why do you not contute the volumes of that famous 
Phyſician Turneſer, bee ing confirmed with the ttueth 
of practiſe. But for your ſakes which daily call Galen: 
doctrine vnto examination, and with exact iudgement 
do conſider ot it, giuing place vnto Pæraceqſus acknow- 
ledging and exerciſing his preparations and practiſe, I 
dorcioyce,and ſhortly more ſhall come our ”=m the 
aduerſarics, which ſhall byte them better. In the meane 
time, with your worde, deede, and wriung, detende the 
tructh from iniurie.

To the dropſie are referred all manacr of tcuers, Ap- 
poſtumes the launders and euill digeſtion. 

To the falling ſickeneſſe belongeth Catheres beating of 
the heart, cramps, giddines ot the head, Apoplexis and lui - 
focation ofthe Matrix. 

If any of the principall of theſe diſeaſes be healed, all 
the other inferior be alſocured, 

Forthe cure of the, goute three thinges are required, 
chat isreſoluing, mitigating and ſtrengther ing. 

Wher fore if thou be of any quicke iudgement, the 4. 
particulars before ſet downe are ſufficient for thee. 

The cheefcſt point of health conſiſteth in this, not to 
fill thy ſelfe with meate nor to be flow in labour. 
Barnardus G. Penotus Landrada a Portu S. Ma- 
ris Aquitanus vnto the ſingular learned man 
John Aquilla the hammer of the Ethnickes wi- 
ſreth much health, 


Ot onely in theſe our daies (friend lohn) but alſo in 

the old time amongſt the learned, this proucrbe 
hath taken place, that ignorance is the mother of matuci- 
ling. Who in theſe daies would not maruel to ſee men vt- 
rerly yoide of all manner of learning to be preferred be- 
fore learned mẽ and ſuch as are moſt skilfull in y Latine 
& Greeke tongues, and thoſe are to be imbraced of Kings 
and Princes, and rewarded with moſt liberall gifts, & moſt 
famous and learned men expert in all the rongues to be 
reiected and contenined? Foil Which excell in iudgemen 


and learning will anſwere that euetie petſect gift com-

meth downe from the father of light, Therefore God 
doth in theſe latter dayes ſtirre vp theſe Ideotes and Em- 
ricks, to ſtirre vp cucric Phiſition that he ſhould right» 
ly prepare his one medicines with his owne handes,and 
being H prepared with ____ 27 apply them to 
their proper diſeaſes, that the ſeede of the diſeaſe may be 
pulled vp by the rootes,and not to commicit vnto an vn- 
$kilfull Cooke. And therefore of neceſſitie from hence 
muſt both the Theorick and the practiſe, the reaſon and 
the worke concurre and ioyne together, becauſe iudge- 
ment without praQiſe is barren, gre ate ſt number of 
them will anſuete, we knowe not your workes and pre pa- 
rations which require ſo great and hard labour , wee are 
nowe olde and Doctouts, we will not be made youn 
and ſcholers againe, If chis anſwere might cake place, the 
Iewe the Pope and the Turke woulde not chaunge their 
ſuperſtitions, which notwithſtanding we know tobe moſt 
conrrarieto the ſacred ſcripture, But we ſufficiently and 
dayly proouc by calcining,lubliming , diſſoluing, putrify- 
ing, diſtilling. congealing and fixing by this moſt laudable 
Alte ot Alchimie, how No pure may bee ſeparated from 
the vnpure, and the corruptible from the incorruptible, & 
that which is venemous and deadly be chaunged & made 
wholeſome and good, and as Paraſtiſus ſaith concerning 
this art, we ſhall br conſider that all things ate created of 
God, for he created of nothing ſomething and that ſome- 
thing is the ſeede of all thinges, and that ſeede worketh 
that effect hereunto ordained and appointed. All thinges 
notwithſtanding are ſo created that they ſhall come vnto 
our handes,and begin to be in our power, but ſas things 
not perfect, but to be made perſect: as things fo finiſhed, 
but to be finiſhed, The firſt matter in them truely is per- 
ſect, but the middle and laſt matters remaine to be made 
perfect. As for example God created Iron, Earth, and 
clay,but not ſuch as they ſhould be, for the chy groweth 
yet not like a pot ot other earthen veſſell: ſo he created 
iron lying in a rude Maſſe, and hath giuen it ſo rude vnto 
vs: therefore we with our labour mult make thereof 2 
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ror notes, Sithes, and Speares. Euen fois ĩt in Phiſicke, for 
chat is alſo created of God, but not ſo that it ſhould be vt 
ecrly perfect, but as yet hidden vnder the earth, not purged 
from his vncle ine matter, but that which remaincthto be 

made per ſect in it, is committed ynto the Chimiſt, that is, | 
to the Phiſition to bee purged and cleanſed, Fut herves, 
Trees, Stones, and lton, and whatſocuer is ſeene with the | 
eyes is no true medicine, but is rude and impure, wherein 
as yet the pure part lyeth hid, And theteſore Alchimie 
teacheth to purge the medicine to diſſolue it and to ſepa- 
tate things of contraric kinde from thinges of the ſame 
kinde, otherwiſe rotten things woulde bee mingled with 

rotten, and the corrupt with the corrupt, and ſo conſpire 
to one effect, ſo that of une diſeaſe many other ſhoulde 
ſpring or arile. Briefly euety man loueth not that where · 
of he hath nv vnderſtanding ot know edge, but flicth from 
it, contemneth it, and thinketh it not meete tobe learned, 
The body onely careth for that which is out ward, but the 
minde worſhippeth his God. By howe much more the 

knowledge or ynderſtanding of any thing doeth increaſe 
or growe , ſo much che more ii the loue of the ſame aug- 
mented , For all thinges conſiſt in the true knowledge 
of them, and out of that ſprings all the good fruices that 

redound to knowledge. Knowledge allo bringeth faith, 
for he that knoweth God, beginneth ſtraight way to put 

his cruſt in him. Fot ſuch as cuery mans faith is, ſuch is 

alſo his knowledge. 

And contratiw ſe he that doth otherwiſe woi ke about 
nature, wor keth like a Paintet that painteth an lmage in 
the which. is neither life nor ſtrength: wherefore thoſe 
which you call Emperickes ſhall riſe euen before your fa- 
ces, and take in hande and helpe grecuous diſeaſes , the 
cures whereof are vnpoſſible vnto you: and you rogerher 
with your conſolations & reaſonings ſhalbe made Gi 
ing ſtockes , As lately B. in Germanic it happened of a 
certaine noble and famous woman which was vexed with 
thy paine of the Matrix . Some Phiſitions ſaide it was 
the grauell and the ſtone, but an Empericke _ by — 

me 


fore he commaunded a remedie to be prepared for the 
Matrix, which being done ſhe was ſtraightwaies healed, 
Oh whata rumor was raiſed by & by of him, ſtirring vp o- 
thers alſo ynto rumors and tale, ſaying, that her husband 
doth contemne vs that will rather vie the aduiſe and 
counſcll of an Empericke, then outs. Yea and others 
that ſeemed wiſer did finally regard him that would cue- 
ry houre vſe the belpe of an Empericke man moſt vnlear- 
ned. Marke I pray you(my tiiend Aquilla) how the E- 
nemics enflamed with enue go about to oppreſſe the 
trueth : but at the laſt — null they, they ſhal be en- 
forced to confefle that which cannot be denied . But 
you may obiect vntu we: He that ſpeaketh all cxc ludeth 
nothing, For there be many worthic learned men ma- 
ners and profeflors of Phiſicke, which do not denie or re- 
fuſe this att. In y which number are thoſe moſt excellent 
& ſingular M. and Doctots. Perrw Seems Dara which 
hath written war ucl us thinys of this Chimicall art y wor- 
thy & godly mi Michael Neandey profeſſour of humanitie: 
Therdorus Zuingerus ol Baſill a man practiſed in this Arte, 
And alſo Theodorus Byrchmannus a Phiſitiõ of Cullein which 
both by word and deede dayly excelleth with moſt decpe 
judgement in theſe matters whom I will acuer paſſe ouet 
with ſilence.

of lo. Iſcaacus Hollands, 3 


Mongſt all things that were created of God water 
was — firſt, vhereunto God joyned his pr 
earth, & ot earth whatſocuer hath eſſence or li 
hath his original. Therfore there are 2. maniſeſt Elemẽta. 
Y is water &carth,in which the 2, other liehidden. the fire 
in the earth, and the aire in the water:and they are ſo knit 
together, that they can not be ſeparated, Two of them are 
fixed, as the earth and fire:two ate flying as water & ayre. 
Therefore cucric Element doth participate within other 
Elements, Moteouet in euery Element are two other E- 
lements one decaying, putriſy ing and combuſtible, the o- 
ther eternall and incotruptible as the heauen, beſides in 
theſe natures lyeth hid another nature which is called by 
the name of ſtinking Pheces, which doe hinder and take 
away the ſtrength of the reſt, ſo that they haue very little 
force or none, and thereby make the other Elements ſtin- 
king and ſubiect to putr ifaction. There is alſo two kindes 
of waters, the one Elementall, the other of raine and tiuet 
waters, as there is alſorwo kindes of earthes one Elemen- 
tall cleare ſhining and white, the other blacke ſtincking & 
comubuſlible. Like as alſo chere be two fires 2 
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and naturall che other ſtinking and combuſtible , the like 
is allo to be ſaid of the ayte. Thelc baſe ci:ings arc ſo min- 
gled with the reſt, that by and by they corrupt all things,fo 
that nothing can continue long, for they bi ing death and 
weaken all nature be it ncucr ſo noble, This is to hee vn» 
derſtood of all things both vegetall, any mall and myncral, 
Therefore it is necetlatie by art to ſeparate the Elemens - 
tall nature from the corruptible, that the matter may be 
brought to a medicinall qualitie. There be 14, moſt ſubtill 
ſpirices in all things, that is colour, taſte and ſimell, theſe 

ie away inuiſibly, the Philoſophers call them ide ſpi- 
rites becauſe they ate not fixable, yet the induſtiy of the 
artificer may fixe them, They alwaycs growe in the bodi- 
ly ſubſtance vatill they come vnto perteftion and ende. 
The herbe thertore is to be taken when it is fully growen, 
and take heede tht you looſe none of thoſe 11. ſpirites as 
the ignoraunt vſc to doe with their putrifactions and ſepa- 
rations of Elements, For none of thoſe Spirites conſiſteth 
ot the ij. Elemental Elements:but God hath adorned the 
Elements with thoſe iy. ſpirites, and of them the hre i» a- 
nima l, the water ayre Elementall , and no man but God 
can ſeparate them aſunder. But the water of the Cloudes 
may be ſeparated from them. Alſo all the Pheſes may 
be ſeparated from them which are mingled with them, 
which are the ſtinking and cortuptible — andthe 
$i, Elementall Element may be brought to 4 Criſtalline 
ſhining; bur theſe three Elements, fire, ayre & earth are 
vnſeparable. My ſonne knowe this, that mercurie is the 
firſt of all things. for before time there was water and the 
ſpirit of the Lord reſted vppon the water, but what was 

at water, the water of the cloudes or a moy ſtu e which 
might be powred out? No + but it was a dry duſtic water & 
God had ioyned his earth vnto it which is his Sulphur,and 
ſo the earth congeleth the water & thereof ſprung the 4, 
Elemecrs included in theſe two by the will of God. Theres 
fore Mercuric congeleth Sulphur,and Sulphur Mercure, 
neither can one of theſe be without the — as alſo they 
cannot be withour theit ſale, which is the chiefeſt meare

by whoſe helpe nature doerh ingender and bring forth all 
vegerals mynerals and animals, Wherefore theſe thice 
mercuric Salk and Sulphur can not bee one without ano- 
ther ſot where the one is found there the other are found 
alſo, neither is there any thing in nature whercin theſe 
are not founde:and of theſe 3, wharſocuer is in nature 
ach his original, and are ſo mingled with the 4. Elements 
that they make one body, and the ſalt is drownedinthe 
bottome of the Elements, for it is nec eſſatie that the Salt 
ſhould kcepe them vnited by his ſharpnes and dryneſle, 
notwithſtanding it is a flying ſpir it, hut becauſe it ſticketh 
in the botrome of the mixture and is ouercome of the fat» 
nes and combuſtible oyle in which it is found. as the yolke 
within the white of the egge,and the combuſtible oyle li- 
ueth of the carth with the ſalt and pheces, and the ſalt is 
buried in the botrome of the Pheces of the combuſtible 
oyle and earth, therefore it cannot flic away from the 
earth, but by great force of fire, Theſe 3. ſpirices whereof 
wee haue ſpoken, are ſaid firſt to bee ſepatated from the 
mixture of the Elements which is the ſoule of all things ot 
theit Quintaeſſence which holdeth together the w 
mixture of the Elements, ſor whe the ſpirits are gone out, 
then the mixtute is diſſolued by it ſclfe and divided, nei- 
ther is there neede of fire to expell the ſalt from the earch 
when the Elements are ſeparated from the Pheces, then is 
the ſalt alſo ſeparated with it. This ſalt is vnknowne to the 
ignoraunt . Therefore Salt is the meane berweene the 
groſſe earthly partes and the three flying ſpirites reſting 
in the naturall heate, that is, the taſt, moiſt (mel & colour. 
which 3. are the life, ſoule & Quintaeſſence of every thing 
neither can theſe 3. ſpirites bee one without the other , as 
the father, the ſonne,and the holy ghoſt are one, yet three 
— one is not vnheut the other, The ignotaunt 
augh neicher vnderſtand they theſe 3. ſpirites , when 8s 
they are tyed to the groſſe earthly fixed partes, and are 
made fubnl and their ſalt is ioyned & mingled vit them 
it muſt trans ſorme them all together and ſite them into a 


ctiſtalline body Diaphanes & ted of coleur,whcrof v e wil 
ſpe ake 


ſpeake hereafter,he chat knoweth not this ſalt ſhall never 
bring any to paſſe in art. The Philoſophers call this ſale 
a drie water anda liucly ſalt, but the ignorant thought 
they meant Mercuric , but the Philoſophers called the 
three ſpirites Mercurie and the earth Sulpher,which the 
Ignorant ynderſtood not. Either of them cannot be with- 
out the other, neither is there any thing in nature in which 
theſe ijj. are not. and they arc ſo mixed with the iii Ele- 
ments that they make one e and mixture. Whatſo- 
euer God hath created is in theſe j1j. ſtones, wherefore all 
may bee reduced into a Criſtallyne cleereneſſe by art 
iuen by God vnto the Philolophers , for in the latter 
daies God will ſeparate all the vncleane Pheces and core 
ruption that is in the Elements, and bring them to a Cri- 
ſtalline clearenes andreadnes of a carbuncle. Afterwarde 
there ſhall be no more corruption but they ſlial endure for 
euer. Doe you thinke that all thinges which God hath 
created in theſe lower parts ſhould vtterly periſh in the 
latter day? No, not the leaſt haire of choſe Hun 3 which 
God hath created no more then the — heaus, 
but Cod by his will wil chaunge al things and make them 
Criſtallinne,and the iiy, Elements ſhall be perfect ſimple 
and ſixed in themſelues, and they ſhall be all a Quinteſ- 
ſence. Demonſtration of theſe things may be made heere 
on earth by arr, for wharſocuer God hath created may be 
brought to a Criſtallyne cleereneſſe and the Elementes 
thered together into a ſimple fixed ſubſtance , which 
ing done no man can alrer them neither the fire it ſelfe 
burne or change them, but they ſhall continue perpetual- 
ly as thoſe thinges which haue attained eternitie. 


The order to draw forth the Quintaeſſence of Su- 
gar, collected out of the vegitable and Animall 
workes of Iſack Holander . 

| 2 will I ſhewethee a great ſecret howe thou ſhale 
drawe foorth the quintaeſſence of ſugar, the which 

truely excelleth all Vegitable workes , by meane of his 

temperature like vnto y incorruptible heauen, the which 
1s 
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is neither hot, cold. not dry, but moſt temperate, neuerthe- 
leſſe compounded of the 4.Elements , but they ſtrive not 
one with another, for they are ſo ioyned together that 
they can neuer be ſeparated one from another, but for e- 
uer remaine ſimple and fixt in vnitie. But this heauen doth 
diſtribute and giue vnto the earth whatſoeuer is neceſſa- 
rie ſor it, although that it ſelfe bee neither hot nor colde, 
moiſt nor dry, the which like effectes hath the Quintaeſ- 
ſence of Sugar,y which in it ſelfe hath the 4. Elements, 2 
Id hath,as gold is pure, ſo ſugar is impure, gold outward- 

y is hot and moiſt, inwardly colde and dry and white, Sn- 

gar is the contratie, for it is outwardly cold & dry, & in- 
wardly hot and moiſt and read, and fixt both outward and 
inward.Neither is there any thing wanting, but that the 


in ward qualitie may be brought that his readnes may ap- 


peare out wardly, and that his Pheces be ſeparated, then is 
it prepared, and ſhall not neede to be fixt, for it is fixed al- 
readie, & doth retaine with it ſelfe all outward & inward 
gra & wharſoeuer is volatill, it doth retainc, Now what 
kind is I will tell thee, and from whence he hath his o- 
riginall , that is euen out of theread, bur if thou will bee 
further ſatisfied, reade the 33. Chapter of the generation 
of thoſe thinges that growe in the ſeas, andother waters 
where we write largely of the nature thereof, Here it ſhall 
be ſufficient for vs to ſhew the order how to prepare it, and 
in what order it ſhould be vſed in medicine, and alſo to o- 
ther things where it may be applyed. His nature is to te- 
raine or holde all flying ſpirites and to fixe them into a 
ſtone, as ſhall bee ſhewed hereafter. Firſt ye ſhall vnder- 
ſtand that ye cannot ſeparate the Pheces except ye bring 
the inward parts outward, that is to ſay, that his inwarde 
darke golden colour doe appeare, the which when it is ſo 
diſtilled his rednes is ſeene, and this fire paſſing the yel- 
lownes of his ayre or his incombuſtible oyle, then maicſt 
thou firſt ſeparate the Pheces from the Quintaeſſence. 
Take therefore hard and white Sugar, for it is not neede- 
full char ye trauell much in diſſoluing and congeling of it, 
although there be much impuritie therein, that hindreth 
D not 
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not, but that the in ward part may be brought forth, for it 
mult be purged when as the readoes doeth ſhewe it ſelſe 
outward, Take therefore 10.0r 20,poundes cf Sugar more 
or leſſe as ye ſhallthinke good, that being beaten put it in · 
to a Cucurbite of hard ſtone”, and put thereon AquaYie 
that it may ſtand couered 8 fingers, then diſtill it in Baines 
with a ſtrong fire vntill it will diſtill no more , then let it 
waxe cold. and powre on the ſaid Aqua vie againe and di- 
ſtill it againe and this thou ſhalt doc 6. ot . times 2 at the 
laſt open the head and rake foorth the ſugar the which 
thou ſhalt put in a ſtrong glaſſe, and ſet it in fine ſiſted aſ- 
ſhes and put thereon the Aqua Va and diſtill it vntill the 
halſe be come foort, hthen powre on againe the Aqua Varg 
which thou diſtilledit away , fiſt being made warme leaſt 
che glaſſe ſhould breake,ye ſhall nate that the head would 
hauc a hole in the top, by the which ye may powre in the 
ſana Vite with a fonnell, this thou ſhalt repeat often with 
a ſtrung fire that the wine and the ſugar may boyle in, 
and becauſe the halſe part of the wine will come away 
1 ſhall preſently put on the other part, for if ye 
ould diſtillfoorth all the wine, the Sugar woulde burne 
through too much heate, becouſe it muſt continually bee 
boyling inthe — it would ſmell of the burning for 
it hath alwayes his combuſtib le ſulfur, whercfore ye muſt 
alwayes haue halfe the winc in the veſſell, and hen thou 
ſeeſt the halle is diſtilled forth make the ſime warme and 
put it in againe with a funnell, and that thou ſhalt ſo often 
repeate , vntill che Sugar remaine as read as bloud, the 
which thou ſhalc petceiue through the glaſſe. Thou maiſt 
bring that to paſle in 8. or 10. dayes according as thouru- 
leſt thy fire. Note that whe thou perceiueſt the mattet to 
be read let it cole, and take away the veſſell with aſhes, & 
ſet the veſſell in Balnes and with a ſtrong fire diſtill away 
the Aqua vite vntill the Sugar remaine dry , and when it 
will diſtill no more, yet ſhalt thou let it ſtand . or g. dayes 
very hot in the ſayd Baincothat the Sugar may be perfect - 
ly congealed, then let it cole and take out the matter ot 
ſtone the which will be blacke like piche, Hat is to be —

derſtoode when it is congealed, then rake the ſaide ſtone 
and put it into a great quantiae at common water twiſe 
diſt.lled and ſec it in Batneo 5. ot 6,dayes,with agreat heat 
ſu zhtly couered ſtiriing it every day 5.07 6. times with a 
woodden ladell. Then et it cole, & take it forth and let ĩt 
ſettle 3. or 4, dayes, then powre of that which is elcare into 
another veſlell and keepe it cloſe, then powre on thoſe 
pheces the ſublimed water as afore , and let it in Baines to 
digeſt 3. dayes ſtirr ng it wich a ladell as ye did afore, then 
let it cole and ſettell, and powre of the cleareſt part, as ye 
did afore and put it to the reſt, than powre on more water 
vpon the Pheces and digeſt it in Balnes as afore , and this 
muſt ſo often tepeate vntill the water be no more co- 
— then thou mayeſt caſt away the Pheces for they 
are nothing waorth, tot the Element of the earthis with 
the Element of fire and water, neither can they be ſepara- 
ted any more but are fixed together. Make thereof a trĩ- 
all for there will temaine nothing but a light aſhes. It will 
burne like oyle or fat, neither doeth there any thing te- 
maine more then of oyle or fat. Take the glaſſe wherein is 
all the red of the ſolution and diſtill it in Baunes or let it 
vapour away if ye haue ſtore of diſtilled water vntill it be 
dry, then let it cole and take of the head, and powre thete- 
on more ſublimed water, and let ic in Baineo againe, and 
ſtirre is about with thy wopdden ladell as yec did afore, 
then let ir ſettle as afore & powre out of the cleareſt part, 
and that thou ſhalt doe ſo — yntill there remaine no 
more pheces, at the length put it in aglaſſe that may abide 
the hre and boy le or vapour it away ſo long vntill there 
appearea certaine ſcum thereon, then take it foot th and 
ſet it in a colde and dry, ot hot and dry place and it will 
grow into a great read maſſe or Jump and tranſpirant like 
a Rubie ot othet Philoſophers ſtone, y which if thou wilt 
bring to pouder, ſet it in a warme dunghill in a large wide 
glaſſe open and let it vapour away, vntill it be come into a 
yellow pouder lice vnto golde, and ſo thou ſhalt haue the 
Qunataeſſence of Sugar fixt, the which will retaine all ſly- 
ing ſpirites. Neither is it ſweere but a heaucnly taſte, the

which if ye pur it in your mouth it will melt without any 
fealing. If it be Winter or cold thou ſhalt ſeeme to feele 
a certaine naturall heate throughout the whole body and 
ſhall ſeeme ſo temperate and light as though thou couldſt 
flie. If thou bee oucrhor, ſwallow a little & preſently thou 
ſhalr cole eaſilie as though thou wentes into a cold bath, 
and thus it worketh in heate, moyſt, cold & dry, by an in- 
credible myracle, when ye will vſe it, drinke it with recti- 
fied Aqua Vite, or Roſe water Endive or Scabiowes, or b 
it ſclfe if ye will, and thou ſhalt ſec maruels, if any be dif. 
eaſed ourwardly with ſcabbes or vicers , let him drinke 
of this, and waſh the ſores with wine wherein this Quin- 
taeſſence is diſſolued. and he ſhall preſently wax whole, 
moſt miraculouſly . If any be wounded or thruſt in with

os will l open vnto you a great ſecret in the ve- 
82 zetall wor ke of honie, to wit a marucllous nature 
sor it is drawen out of the moſt noble and pure 
partof the flowres. The nature of Bees is ſuch that they 
drawe out the beſt of euery thing, as inthe Animall worke 
is more at large diſcribed , wherein there is taught howe 
to extract the nature of all beaſtes, and ſpecially in the 84. 
Chapter, Wherefore my ſonne knowe this, that all that 
God hath created good in the vpper part of the world, 
are perfect and vncortuptible, as the heauen: but hatſo- 
euer in theſe lower partes, whether it be in beaſtes fiſhes 
and all maner of ſenſible creatures, herbes or plantes, it is 
endewed with a double nature that is to ſay perfect and 
vnperfe:the perfect nature is called the Quintaeſſence, 
the vnperfeR the Pheces or dregges or the venemous 
combuſtible oyle . Therfore you ſhall ſe perate the dregs 
& combuſtible oile & the that which remaineth is perfeR 
and is called the Quintaeſſence which will endure conti- 
nually even as the he auen, neither can it be diſſolued with 
fire or any other thing. For when God had created all 
thinges and looked v pon them, they were al — ) 
there was nothing lacking to any, & therefore for loues 
ſake I ſay vnto thee that God hath put a ſecrete nature 
or influence in cucrie creature, and that to euetie nature 
of one fort or kind he hath giuen one common influence 
& to euery one of ſeuerall kinds their ſeucral influence, 
and vertue, whether it be on Phiſicke or other ſecret 
workes which partly are found out by naturall woorke« 
manſhip. And yet more things are vnknowen then are 
apparant to our lenſes: what? Doe you not thinke that an 
herbe that is appointed for one diſeaſe which it will cure 
doth not conteine in it many more vertues then are 
knowne vnto vr Nes truely many more. This alſo ladde, 
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chat if the Pheſes and combuſtible oyle be taken away 
from this thing or hetbe which in allchings is the poyſcn, 
thit ſhould be taken away that bringeth death vnto vs 
and the Elements ſhould be purified and ſo burned toge- 
ther by art that they thall paſſe rogerher dy a Limbecke 
and be joyned together as it were coupled in marriage 
that it may roote out all manner of diſcaſe from euery 
thing be it herbe or living thing or be drawen from his ve- 
nome as in the ta. Chapter of the Prologue of this booke 
is declared and allo in the Prologue of the animall worke 
whereas the manner of drawing the Quinracfſence out of 
all venemous beaſts, birdes, wormes, and flyes is plainely 
declared:that it may help* all the grietes of man, but that 
ſpecially is drawen out of the bloud of man, and there is 
likewiſe declared that there is no neede of things without 
man or beaſt to helpe ſuch as are infected. Fot cuerie cre. 
ature conteineth in himſelſe the 1 emedie of his diſeaſe 
which remedie may be drawne without the hurt of man 
or beaſt that the diſeaſe may be miraculouſly cured as is 
there moſt excellently taught in the Theoricke and in 
the practiſe. Therfore | would write this that thou ſoone 
migliteſt vnderſtand what maruelous force is in honie 
which is taken out of all lowers and gathered into one 
maſſe which truely is endued with ſundrie vertues, For 
if God hath giuen vnto other things the gift of healin 
what then is there not in honie which is gathered out of 
ſo manic flo-vres and eucric herbe endued with his one 
proper vertue . Truely ifi be brought to his height and 
excellencic it will worke matuelouſſy. Now conſider hat 
lyeth hidden in this Quintaeſſence and eſteeme it not 
lighely but keepe it ſectet as the moſt excellent thing of 
all y animall worke y which being obtained you ſhal need 
— other me licines to put away all the aecidents of the 
ly.

and making infuſion , and doe thus renne times. The 
tenth diſtillation finiſhed , let all paſſe together: for 
then the earth is made flying . So the aire,the water, the 
fire, and the earthwill aſcend together by the Limbick, 
and be brought into one ſubſtance which were in foure, 
One together in nature and now ſimple as the incorrupti- 
ble heauen , yet are they nor fixed : but notwithſtanding 
they are ſo coupled together berweene themſelues, that 
by no meanes they can bee ſeparated, but will continue 
one ſimple bodie for euer: euen as the chriſtalline and 
vncorruptible heauen which notwithſtanding is com- 
pounded of the fourc elementes. What thinke you of 
this my ſonne > Can not this quintac ſſence helpe eueric 
diſeaſe that doth infect man rough his moſt excellent 
temperature whether it be in heate, cold, moyſt , or drie, 
for all are in it that he may diſttibure vnto every one that 
which is neceſſary, euen as the he: uen, hn neede re- 
quixeth, giueth vnto the carth all tt inges, as cold — , 
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heare, or moyſture ; And yet is neither hote, colde 
moyſt, nor drye, but of one fimple eſſence, and thatin= 
dued with ſuch a nature that ir giueth vnto euery thi 
that which is nece(larie . In lyke maner doth this quinta- 
eſſence, Therefore my ſonne reioyce,& giue the almigh- 
tie God thankes which hath opened theſe thinges vnto 
the Phy loſophers. 


The vj. Chapter, 


Ne my ſonne, iſ thou wilt bring this quintaeſſenee 
et to a greater perfectiõ. Take a great circulatorie 
or Pcllican, that is a glaſſe that hath a great head lyke to 
a Lymbeck , and in the top ofthe head a hole by the which 
the matter — — in — Let the hole 
be ſtopped, out of y head cometh forth ij. armes —— 
— the delle by the which that which doeth 

cend vp may fall downe againe, by thoſe armes of glaſſe 
into the bellic of the Pellicane . This is the forme ofthe 
vellels that diſtill one into an other, or Pellican . Take 
then your quintaeſſence and put it in a Pellican in aſhes, 
but better in ſale prepared and dryed, and make your 
fire lyke vnto the extreme heate in Sommer, and the 
quintaeſſence will riſe lyke vnto a red oyle, and tall downe 
againe by the armes of the Pellican : and by often aſcen- 
fon, q quintaeſſence will waxe thicke that it will tarie in 
the bottome and riſe no more, then fortiſie the fire that 
it may aſcend and deſcend againe, Then keepe the fire 
in that heate vntill it aſcend no more, butreſt inthe bot- 
tom. Then make your fire ſtronger that it may aſcend, & 
deſcend — and keepe the heate in the ſame degree 
vntill it riſe no more. Obſerue this manner in augmen- 
ting your fire vntill the water be fixed, and the glaſſe be 
red hotte foure and twentie houres together: if the 
quintaeſſence doe not then aſcend it is fixed and brought 
vnto his higheſt vertuc , & take it out of the glaſſe bei 

et hotte, for if it be cold it will waxe hard that you — 
þreake the glaſlc For at che fire it docth waxe liquide and 
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being ſer open in the ayre, it doeth congele and pearceth 
every hard thing, as oyle doeth any drie leather, and in 
colour is like vnto a rubine, and through ſhininglyke a 
chriſtall, it giueth light in the darke ſufficient to reade by. 
What doeſt thou thinke of this my ſonne ? are there not 
many ſtrange bodies created of God? Truely hee hath 
endued the Philoſophers with no leſſe gifres : For they 
that can looke into bs ſecreres of nature, ſhall ſec it to be 
ofan incredible opcration, for this is gathered by the 
Bees of the ſubtileſt part of all plantes, trees, flowers, and 
fruites , and at that time when flowers breake out and 
trees budde . It is worthily called the Philoſophers ſtone, 
for it is fixed and lyquable as waxe, and as the minerall 
ſtone tranſmuteth the impure mettall, ſo doeth this al- 
ter diſcaſes , Hereby it doeth appeare that this doeth 
beare the bell amongſt all vegerals . Whereas ir being 
yet in his groſneſſe and vnpure it is but of ſmall valew for 
any vſe in Phyſick by what meane ſocuer it be boy led or 
ſcummed , bur doeth alwayes retaine his nature. For it 
conſiſteth of all the fruites of the carrh , plantes and trees. 
Whereofone hearb is hotte, another cold, another drye, 
another moiſt , one aſtringent , another laxatiue, ſome 
corrohue, others venemous: and ſo diuets herbes haue 
their diuers qualities. Thirdly it commeth to paſſe if it 
helpe one diieaſe, by and by it hindereth an other. For 
euery thing worketh according to his propertic when as 
there is ſeparation made in the body. And of this ſepara- 
tion it ingendreth bloud and other humors , And th 
are lykened vnto gunnepouder , which ſo long as it — 
ſtill there commeth no hurt of it, but if it be brought vnto 
the fire, it ſtraight vttereth his ſectet nature, and is kind- 
Jed with a venemous fire which cannot be quenched with 
water, For the colde and drye, hote and moyſt, doe 
ſtrive amongſt themſelues, a winde is ſtirred vp that brea- 
keth all thinges that is neare vnto it. The lyke happe- 
neth vnto honnie , that when it commeth to the region 
of the Liuer that it ſhould bee there ſeparated, then it 
ſheweth his nature to paſſe yp and ſwell wich winde that 
tus 
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it is no maruell ifrhat through contention the veines of 
the Luer bee broken , as oftentimmes it happeneth, 
her euppon Apoſtomes are cauſed in divers places, and 
bring etch forth ſuch inflamations, that the veines are 
eaſilie broken. Although many doe greatly commend 
hony : but they are not the children of Philoſophie, nei- 
ther doe they vnderſtand the nature of it. But when it is 
brought ro a ſimple fixed as wine, then is it the 
<hicfeſt medecine amongſt all the Yegezables , neither is 
the lyke vnto this found in all the world. Giue GOD 
thankes and be liberall vnto the poore. The doſe of this 
is one graine, and it muſt be taken euery morning with an 
emptie ſtomack, lykewiſe in the euening vntill the end of 
the diſeaſe. For cuery diſeaſe will be cut ed in ſnort time 
euen after the ſame manner, as the Minerall ſtone ma- 
keth his proiection vppon mettals, Prayſe God and la- 
bour diligently, 


The manner and order how to drawe 


the Quintaeſſens out of the herbe cal- 
led Role ſolis. 


NO” my ſonne, I vill teach thee the greateſt miſterie 
or ſecret amongſt all Vegetable thinges, whoſe force 
and ſtrength bath beene kept ſecrer amongſt all the aun. 
tient workemen , and they haue bound themſclues one 
to an other by oth that they ſhould not vtter in their 
bookes or writinges the ſtrength of this herbe , which is 
called Ros ſolis, and in the Germane tongue Sindewe, 
Whoſocuer therefore hath not the whole vegetable 
worke, he cannot attaine to the ſtrength of this herbe. 
For in that worke is comprehended all the force of medi. 
cinall chinges , And this woorke of Vegetables is not come 
to the es but onely of the auntient ſworne artificers 
which were $kilfull in the liberall artes. But now my ſonne 
Iwillopen it ynto thee with adiuration , that thou ſhale 
keepe this hidden knowledge ſecret, Firſt my ſonne you 
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muſt vnderſt ind, that this herbe is the herbe of the ſunne 
vppon che which the ſunne ſpreadethhis beames and in- 
fluences as hee doeth yppon gold inthe vames ofthe 
mines . And he powreth our his influences more y 
this berb then vpõ any othet which is created of God as 
ir u cuidently knowen of the auntient Philoſophers and 
this herbe doth ſo farre ſurmount all other herbcs which 
ſpring out of the carth as the ſunne doeth all other 
cts in the heauen and hath greater force and power 
of influence then any other thing created of God in the 
firmament . So this hearb doeth excell all others in ver- 
tue, and therefore this hearb is decked with another co- 
hor , other leaues, and ſtranger — 5 then all other 
herbes . And his nature is ſuch , chat the hottet and drier 
countric is inthe time of che yere and the heate of the 
ne, and the more that the ſonne doeth heate and 
burne him , this hearbe is the more moyſte and filled 
with deaw in ſo much that vppon one braunch will 
hang aboue one thowſand droppes Make a tryall 
and ſtrike this herbe with a ſlender twig that the drops 
which fall from it may fall into a large glaſſe veſſell, and 
ſhall ſce the veſſell filled with a maruclous dewe, and 
if the ſunne bee vehement hotte thoſe braunches in ſhore 
ſpace chat is within the ſpace of halfe an houre will bee 
more full of dewe then before , and if you ſtrike the dewe 
ewcnric times with a rodde,yet will it againe be laden with 
drops, it were ynough if we did ſec no other miracle then 
from whence this dewy humor ſhould riſe which in ſo 
ſhort ſpace doth ſo aboundanily flowe from it and howe 
much the more the burning ſunne doth ſcorch vp the o- 
ther herbs ſo much the more is this moyſ} and filed with 
drops euen 2s though it had becne ſprinkled oucr with 
water, heere ypon may we gather his meruelous quali- 
ties and judge that there is ſome ſecret operation hidden 
in it, if thou doe keepe this water thus hoe ina glaſſe 
therewith thou ſhalt cure all the diſeaſes of the eyes whe· 
ther they come of rumes or of inflamation , it helpeth 
morcoucr all the paiges and {Goa of the harte, 8 | 
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Jeth che liver and tomacke that is inflamed and doeth 
mittigate all the paine of the head that commeth of heat 
end driueth away all dreames and tantaſics, it is allo 
to kill the canker and the Woolfe, againſt the biting of 
venemous bcaltes, againſt poyſon dronke if it bee ta- 
ken by the mouth, it helpeth alſo the peſtile nce, it is good 
for many other diſeaſes which were to long heere to re- 
hearſe. This herbe hath the colcur of che ſonne for his, 
colour is read darke divided with yellowe lines, and his 
ſhape js lie a ſtar and his ——— like a heaucnly pla- 
net & conſiſteth of ſeuẽ branc hes in the vtter part brode, 
ncate the ground nartowe, and it is as though it were hea- 
uie, of a render ſubſtance, outwardly hot and moyſt, in- 
wardly cold and dry, The let fide of it is colde and moiſt 
che right fide hot and drye a nd it is moſt tempetate as 
gold. Wherefore his clements cannot be ſeperated one 
fiom another as in other herbes , bur it may bee purged 
from his Pheſes, for huis fixing letteth that the Elementes 
cannot be ſeparated for che fire will aſcend with ihe ayre 
by the Balneum as we will heercafter teach. The earth 
may be ſeparated from his Pheccs and the Pheces le- 
wiſe from the fire and ayte, although it hath not manie 
dregs. Some latine writers call ic Lingua as or Birdes 
tongue ſome call it Solaria of the ſonne of Lunaria is cal» 
led the Moone, y Flemming cals it Sindowe, But the old 
Philoſophers haue kept ſecrer the qualuics as yer for F 
marvelous cffefs it worketh. And it is marucll faith Ar- 
nold de Yillanons that a man ſhould dye that cateth euetie 
day ſome of it in his groſe ſubſtance, hat will it then 
worke when it is brought vnto his ſineneſſe and clenſed 
from his Phcces, it bath this great vertue in ic, j it ic be 
put into aglaſſe het in there is poiſon mingled w vine or 
any other cup y is poyſoned ſtraightwaies the glaſſe will 
flyc in peeces, bur it it be a ſtone por of alabaſter or ſuch 
like the wine will ſo boyle as though there were a violent 
fire vnder it and all the wine will run out vntill there be 
nothing left in in the veſſell, alſo if any man carrie this 
herbe abour hum & bappe on his caemics they ſhal have 
ko 
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no powre to hurt but conlontrariwiſe to ſhew him all kind 
of duetie .. Allo if any man be bewitched either in bodie 
or in his art that is in Cookerie, Bruing, or Baking , or 

any other meanes : this hearbe caried about him make 

him free from the witchcraft, It it bealſoryed yppon the 
bellic of a woman with childe, ſhe ſhall ſtraightwayes be 
delivered although the child were dead and rotren with- 
in at it hath beene oftentimes prooucd by experience. 
This hearbe caryed about one or a little thereof cuery 
day eaten as long as it is vſed, preſerueth man fr6 the fal- 
ling ficknefſe . Moreouer , if a man bee taken with the 
Apoplexie, that his mouth bee drawen aſide, and his 
ſpeach aud ſenſes taken from him, they ſhall be all reſto- 
red againe if the ſick drinke the iuice of this hearbe ſtrai- 
ned, as hath beenc oftentimes prooucd . Moreouer if it 
be hanged about the neck of one that is poſſeſſed of a ſpi- 
rit ſo long as he carieth that about him, he ſhall be quiet 
as a Lambe, and the power of the ſpitit ſhall bee taken a- 
way. Make a proofe and you ſhall finde it true. The 
bleeding at the noſe is by and by ſtayed, if you hold that 
hearbin your mouth. They that are weryed with — 
if they drinke the iuice thereof in wine, they are by a 

by ſo refteſhed, as if they bad not labored or gone no 
journey , it doerh comfort the ſynowes, muſcles, tendons, 
and all the whole nature. Woundes are alſo cured there- 


with, if it be dronke tenne dayes together in wine or 


ale, if the wound bee waſhed with the ſame. drinke , and 
bound vp with a cloth wette in the fame . The paine of 
the teeth is — by apeaſed if that hearb be laid vnto 
it. All theſe thinges haue beene often prooued and found 
true. If it will doc ſuch thinges whileſt it is yer hindeted 
with his groſſe matter, what will it woorke when it is 
brought to his perfection · My ſonne know this for a tructh 
that there is no herbe that growes yppon the eatth to be 
compared ynto this in ſtrength and goodnes , therefore 
take heede that you doe not neglect it, but diligently re- 
member and kee pe this ſecrete cloſe from them that are 
not of the nature of our children, and from W 


ofthe Quintaeſſence. . 69. 
For if this hearb did not growe ſo plentiſully and the 
perties thereof were knowne , 2 more cſtec- 
med then golde or pretious ſtones for the effectes of the 
quintaeſſence are maruelous as hereafter ſhall appeare, 
Nowe there remaineth that wee muſt teach howe to 

ing this hearb to his higheſt degree, and to his quin- 
taeſlence. Furſt it is to be gathered the ſame hauing his 
courſe in his owne houſe , that is in the Lyon, and the 
Moone behold him with a ſiniſter quadrate aſpect. It is to 
be gathered whole with rootes , leaues, and flowers, fo 
that there be neither carth, dirt, or other hearbes ming- 
led withall. Neither muſt it by any meane touch any 
water or be made moyſt. Therefore you muſt take heede 
that you gather it not in rainy wether, or moyſt wether : 
but rather hen the ſunne doth ſhine moſt hotteſt yppon 
it, gather great ſtore of it, and ſtampe it well in a mortar 
of Marble, and put it in a Cucxrbire of ſtone with a head 
and reccauer luted, and ſet it in balneo , and diſtill 
away all the water vntill it bee fo drye lyke pouder, 
and there will riſe together with the water of the color of 
moſt fine — happeneth in this herbe, and 
in none other , and when there remaineth no more li- 
quor, yet leaue the cucurbite for three or ſoure dayes in 
Baines , and boy le it night and day) all the moyſture may 
be perfectly ſeperated and drawne away, then let it coole 
dal away the receauer and ſtoppe it diligently, then 
take of the head and take out the matter and beat it in a 
Marble morter into moſt fine pouder that it may paſſe 
through a thick fue, put this pouder againe into an car- 
then cucurbite, and poure on your water and ayre, and 
ſtirre it with a woodden ladle , and couer the mouth of the 
cucurbite cloſe with a tyle , and ſer it in a warme bath 
by the ſpace of nine dayes to putriſie, euery day ſtirring it 
with a woodden ladle foute or hue times, and couet the 
cucurbice again with a tyle ſetting a waighr of lead vppon 
ie, at the nine dayes end take your veſlell out of the balnes, 
and chat which is in it ſtraine it into an carthen veſſell 
glaſed, and ſtraine it hard * matter drye. Then 
take 
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take this dry pouder and put into his cucurbire and cover 


it with atyle, and keepe it in a warme place vntill I teach 
you what you ſhall doe with it. The moyſt liquor which 
1s drawen from it will bee red for the element of fire is 
there pteſent with the ayre and the water, putthat liquor 
into a cucurbite of ſtone and put on a hed and lute it well, 
& ſer it in Baines with a receauet well lured, and diſtil! away 
all che water with the ayer ſcucrally from the fier in a 
boyling bath, vntillthere will no more diſtill, and the 
fire will paſſe away in the bouome, then take away the 
veſſell out of the bath & ſtop it wel vntil I reach thee hat 
is further to be done. Then take againe the ſtone cucur- 
bite wherein your pouder is conteined, which] bad you 
before to keepe and poure on the fier and the ayre, and 
ſtirre it well with a woodden ladle , and ſet it in a warme 
bath nine _ more, and couer it with a tyle, and ſlirre 
ir foure or fue times cuety day with a ladle as you did 
afore, And when the nine dayes are paſt , ſtraine out that 
whichisin the veſſell, and poute the liquor in a glaſed 
veſſel, the reſidue of the pouder pur into another veſſel 
as you did before , and kecpe it ſo long vntill I teach thee 
how to drawe out the combuſtible oyle . Then take a- 
ine the veſſel wherein: your fire is, and mingle your 
Lever with it which you kept in your glaſed veſſell, where 
your kier and ayre is, and ſet a head vppon the veſſell 
whereinthe mattet is, and Jute it, and ſet it in halo 
and ſer a receauer to the bill of the head, then diſtill out 
the water and ayer with a boyling bath vntill no more wil 
diſtill, and you ſhall haue in the receauer water and ayre, 


tale them away, and take the veſſell out of baines, and 


you ſhall finde remaining in the bottome lyke thick Tu- 

ne, and tliat is the clement of fire ache with many 
Pheſcs. Now the ficr is to be ſeparated from his Pheſes 
on this maner, poure on your water and ayre vppon that 
from whence you dtawe it, and ſtirre it with a ſpoone,and 
couer it with a tyle, and let it ſettle foure dayes, the Phe. 
ſes will fall into the bottome, and poure out ſoftly that 
whuchis clcarc into a cleane cucurbue , that no 2 
aus 
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paſſe withall, ſtop the veſſell wherein the Pheſes are, and 
let it by. But that veſſell that conteineth the water, fire, 
and ayre, ſet it in baineo wich a head and a teceauer fitted 
and well luted, and diſtill the watet and ayre in that 
lame degree. And when it wi.l diſtill no mote take away 
the receauer.· Let che veſl-ll coole, and you ſhall finde in 
the bottome your ficr , which keepe in his veſſell well 
ſtopped and poute in your water and aire againe vppon 
your Pheſes from whence you did drawe them, and ſtirre 
them with a ſpoone , and let it ſettle foure dayes, then 
re it out ſoſtly from his Pheces into the veſſell that 
oldeth your fire fo that no Pheces bee mingled withall, 
couer your veſſell wherein your Pheces remaine & ſer ir 
vp · But your veſſell wherein your water aire and fieris, 
ſet againe in Ba{nea as I ſhewed you, and diſtill away the 
water & ayre, ſot they two doc alwayes palle away toge- 
ther & the fire temaineth in the bortome, Poure on y wa- 
ter and ayer againe vpon the Pheces, and ſtirte it with a 
ſpoone, then let it ſettile ſoure daycs, (this is now the 
third repetition , whereby you haue ſeparated the water 
and ayer from the Pheſes, )and that which iscleare poure 
out into the veſſell that holdeth your fire , Then put 
your Pheces vnto the firſt which I bad you keepe , inthe 
which your combuſtible oyle is. For now you haue 
drawen your fre out of your Pheſes: therefore diſtill your 
water with the aire and when it will diſtill no more take 
away your veſlcll , and you ſhall finde in the bottome 
the element of fire not yet pure bur foule and full of 
dregges , poure on therefore the water and ayer againe , 
and ſtirre it well with a ſpoone or ladle, coucr ir, and let 
it ſtand and ſettle foute — , then poure out that which 
is clcare into an other cleane veſſoll, and ſet aſide the vel 
ſelwherein your Pheſes are. But the veſſell wherein your 
fire, water and ayre ate, ſet in Raues to diſtill as long as 
it will diſtill, then take it out and pour e the liquor diſtil-· 
led into the veſſell where your Pheces ate, and doc as 
I raught you to worke with the Pheces, vnull you haue 
your clement of fue without any feculent or groſſe ſubs 
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france, When you haue diſtilled away the water and ayre 
from the fire , and ſuffered it to ſettle foure dayes , and 
that all bee cleare without any Pheces, then ſhall you 
haue your pure fire, Therefore put all your Pheces to- 
vnto your firſt Pheces where your combuſtible 

dyle is. Afterward take a great cucurbite of glaſſe and 
put all your three elementes into it, and ſer it in aſhes 
with a Limbeek and a reccauer fitted and luted, and 
kindle a gentle fire , firſt in your furnace, then increaſe it 
ſtill more and more, vntill the fire and ayre be paſſed, and 
that your Limbeck/beginne to waxe red within. Then 
make the heate offour fire moderate, vntill all your ele- 
ment of fire be paſſed , and the head bee red lyke bloud, 
and the water and ayre ſhall ſwimme vppon lyke oyle , 
By this meanes theſe three elementes ſhall bee brought 
to their higheſt eſſence, and be perfectly retified , Take 
away the reccauer and ſtoppe it diligently , vntill your 
earth be prepared , and know that in the duſt and Pheces 
there remainerh yet a combuſtible oyle which you may 
extract by a diſcenſory if you will. It is good againſt the 
cold gout for membets benommed, and ſinowes too much 
mollitied. It thou be wery of this labor, put this pouder or 

Pheces in a reverberatory y they may be mingled with a 

gentle fire vntil it be as white as ſnow: which being done, 
put it into a large cucurbite of ſtone and poure on a great 
quantitic of water twiſe diſtilled, it is not mareriall how 
much water you poure on, and ſtirre it well with a wood- 

den ladle or ſpoone ſiue or ſixe times, alwaycs couer it di- 

hgently with a tyle, and after foure dayes ſuffer it to coole 

and let it ſtang foure dayes and ſettle, then poure our the 

cleare from the Pheces warelie into an other cleane veſ- 

ſel, and poure on freſh diſtilled water as afore , ſtirre it 

with your {poone , and keepe it two dayes in baines as be- 

fore , then ſuffer it to coole and ſettle, and poure out the 

cleare from the Pheees, and put it to the firſt water. 

Doe this the third time, and then caſt away the Pheces 

for they ate good for nothing. All your waters that you 

haue drawen , diſtill by Hun , or for the more * 
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by aſhes that all the water may riſe , and that there re- 
maine in the bottome a duſtie — — diſtilled 
water againe , ſtitre it, and keepe it in by the ſpace 
of ſoure and twendie houres, then let it coole and ſettle, 
and poure out that which is cleare gently from the Phe- 
ces. Poure on againe more common water yppon 
and ſtirre it, ſet it in babes ten or twelue houres, take it 
out let it ſettle, and e the cleare vnto the firſt water 
and caſt away the Pheces they are nothing worth. Re- 
peate this worke ſo often vntill there remaine no Pheces 
after it hath ſetled. Then ſhall you haue your earth rec. 
tified from all his Pheces which you ſhall congele and 
drie , that it may be lyke pouder or duſt. Then joyne that 
with your other elementes in the „& ir will ſtcaighe 
reſolue into his element, for _ e — of water is _=_ 
ent, Set them all t in a furnace vppon aſhes, 
— head with a —— well luted, the head muſt 
a hole in the toppe, that with a funnel the liquor 
may be pouredin and alwaies ſtopped againe ſafely, Make 
your fire in your furnas, firſt gentle aſterward greater 
vntill that which is fermented doe paſſe. But all is not to 
be driuen out, but about halfe a ſextary of the liquor wich 
the water, that the matter may remaine moyſt. For if 
you ſhould driue out all, it would congele into an hard 
maſſe and breake the glaſſe inthe furnas, Then open the 
hole whichis in the of the head, and with a fun« 
nell poure in that which is in the receauer . Bur firſt ir 
muſt be made warme, leaſt by pouring in the cold liquor 
the glaſſe doe breake , —— _ the glaſſe to coole, 
may poure it in without an Repeate this 
Leitet ten or twe lue times — Aud our what 
ſoeuer wil be diſtilled ſo long as any ching will paſſe by the 
necke of the Limbeck , For after this tenth diſtillation, 
— earth will — no — congeled but will reſt in the 
tome Jyke a ted golden oyle.

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thankesro God for his maruclous giſtes which hee hath 
diſtributed vnto his Philoſophers, and bath giuen them 
ſo great knowledge of things as they vttered in this worke 
which is al heaucnly , and rather diuine then 
humane . For it is a great matuell in this lyfe that mans 
vnderſtanding can bring theſe inferiour thinges to ſo 
car perfection, that haue attained euen to the 

igheſt degree of vertue. Truely it u the worke of the 
holy ghoſt which hath pur it into the mindes of men. 
For I doc affirme, that who ſo hath thus herbe fo prepared 
that hee may helpe all the infirmities of mans bodice, 
whether they bee curable or vncurable , except naturall 
death which is ordained afote vnto euery man of God. 
Yea this dare I be bolde to ſay , that if any man doe vſe 
dayly the waight of one ſcruple of this quintaeſſence, or y 
quintaeſſence of ſugar and potable golde wherein pearles 
are diſſolued, or y quintaeſſence of Selandine. That mã by 
Gods helpe ſhall nor die before the day of the great iudg- 
ment , For the humors in mans body can by no meanes 
edominate one ouer another, as in the. thxrtic and 

e chapter of Vegerales is taught, where is intreated of 

J quintaeſſence of: all medicinal things, & there it is ſnew- 
ed that by Gods helpe the lyfe of man may bee prolon. 
ged euen vntill that day, void and free from all diſeaſes 
and ſickneſſe. And further , that man may be preſcrued 
in the ſtare he was in at thirtie yeares of age, and in the 
ſame ſtrength and force of wit, And vppon that doe all 
the Philoſophers agree , that a man may continue in the 
ſame tate ſo long as in an carthly paradiſe. This is ſo 
plainely and at large ſhewed in that chapter, that will you, 
nill you, you al bee enfotced to conceiue it in your 
minde, to beleue it, and to confeſſe it to be true . There- 
fore it is not ncedfull to reaſon much of the force and 
qualities of this quintdeſſence : but whatſocuer diſeaſe mã 
be infected withall, giue him todrinke with wine ſo much 
of this quintaeſſence as a nutte ſhell will hold, & in ſhote 
ſpace hee ſhall be hcaled as it were miraculouſly , accor- 
gas the diſcaſe is violent or gentle. But if you give this 
. 
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quintaefſence to drinke mixed with 5 quintaeſſence of ſu- 

ar with potable gold wherin pearles are diſſolued & with 

quintacfſence of Selandine, within one day you ſhalcure 
all the diſcaſes whatſocuer they be. Hereby it doeth ap- 
peare , that ir is rather a diuine worke then humane. 
Therefore giue God the praiſe , and take hecde that you 
do not vttet᷑ this ſecret, For tyrants would by that meane: 
prolong their lues that they might bring to paſſe their 
wicked purpoſes, whereof both you and I ſhould be the 
occaſion . Therefore kepe it ſecrer for it is one of the 

greateſt ſecretes amongſt all che Vegetals vhereunto 

no treaſure may bo compared. Worke therefore 
and diſtribute liberally vnto the poore , and 
God ſhall give thee cternall

taken out of the Chirurgerie of 
loſephus Quirſicanus, 


T is an olde and true ſaying of 
the Poer. That there is nothing 
more imperious then an ignorant 
man, which thinketh nothing well 
doone , but that hee doeth him- 
ſelfe, which thing as it may bee 
ſcene in many other artes, yet 
moſt ſpetially in this, which is cal- 
led the - arte, For wee 
ſce euery where certaine men, I know not what they be, 
puffed vp with a certaine barbarous and fooliſh pride, 
which with great ſcorne inueigh againſt thoſe medicines 
which are drawne out of the metallme mines. Which 
notwithſtanding , it is apparant were in vic and had in 
eat eſtimation with the chief auntient Phiſitions, as we 
aue declared in that booke which wee haue ſer forth of 
the ſpagericke —— of medicines. And what l 
pray you is the cauſe of this anger, or rather madneſſe: 
that (as they themſelucs confeſſe ) they know not the 
preparation of them. O happie artes, ifonely arnficers 
might iudge of them, (as Faluus is reported ſometime to 
haue ſaid.) Then are they vnhappie of whom the igno- 
rant and vnlearned feate not ſo raſhiy to giue iudgement, 
which neuer yet vnderſtood from whence, or why , this is 
called the Spagerick arte which learned men of wo 
Greeke wordes haue ſo named, becauſe by that art a cer- 
taine ſubtill and ſpirituall nature is dtawen, gathered and 
preſſed oute, wherein the force and effect of the medi- 
cine doeth cluefly conſiſt. * great and incomparable 
com. 
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commoditie wherof as it appearethin many other diſea. 
ſes ,ſo ſhall ir chiefly be knowen in curing woundes by 
Gunſhor, As 1 rruſt (godwilling)u ſhall much more ha 
pely be tryed and found out by the preparations of medi- 
cines animall , vegetable, and minerall , and by other 
eſſences drawne out of mercury , Sulphur, irriol , arſenich, 
Iron, Copper Lead, and Lizarge , and allo out of Antimony 
and ſuch other mineralls, as alſo out of the groſe and fatte 
bodies of ſimple mettals, of whom it is farte off, that the 
ſorce ſhould be ſo great, (although the auntient Phiſiti- 
ons haue vſed them to cute woundes , and yulcers, as 
their writinges doc teſtiſie) as the force of their ſpirices , 
which may be called, as it were their ſoules. But ( pc tad- 
uenture ſome of thoſe backbirers will ſay) why ate not we 
content with thoſe medicines and remedies which the 
learned antiquitic hath deliucred vnto vs, and that Hy- 
aten and Gallen the auntient pillers of out arte and o- 
thers haue ſer forth iu their monumentes? Why doe wee 
ſecke new wayes neuer heard of before, ſperially vn- 
knowne to the Apothecarics?But ſome of vs will aunſwere 
that the onely temedie of Mercury precipitate, is q onely 
remedy ( to paſſe ouer other) vbich very lately they haue 
_ to vie, in curing of woundes by Gunſhot & other 
maligne vulcers , were ſufficient to aunſwere this their 
queſtion , yea and to reproue their tollie ioyned with in- 
tollerable pride. But if authoritie be asked for, I thinke 
Geſner, Guinter, Anderna A, Scuerint (to paſſe ouet a great 
many other) will be for vs great authoxitie with the lear- 
ned: as theſe ſlaunderers, Specially becauſe the learning 
of theſe famous menis fo confi med by their learned wri- 
tinges and monuments, that thoſe rongues might count 
it a great honor vnto chem to confeſſe themſelues rheir 
{chollers . It were eaſie for me to bring forth many other 
argumentes, if | did not ſee the follie of theſe backbiters 
tv be ſo great . whereof truely I am aſhamed , ſpecially 
when I bchold ſome of their bookes lately fer forth, 
wherein contrary tothe purpoſe of the treatiſe, ſtraunge 
thinges arc infarced , that (as the olde ptouetb ſaub) the 
f Olnt- 
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tintment ſeemeth to conſiſt in nothing as though they 
pertained to the purpoſed entteating ot curing the goute, 
certaine inuectiue digreſſions | know not what, of the be- 
ginning of things, of the originall of mettals and Philoſo. 
— ( whichot them is is called Moroſophocus ) or 
did in any point ſceme to agree with it . Therefore a- 

aine and againe I am inforced to cry out. O happie artes 
if onely artificers might iudge of them. How farre vn- 
yke was the purpoſe of man olde men, the which if they 
were ignorant of any thing which they vnderſtood , was 
knowen of other euen in farre diſtant countries they 
ſpared no labour to go lee them. Plato inflamed with de- 
ire to leatne thoſe — which he knew not, went into 
Egypt, and after to Tarentum to Architas, and ouer 
all Italie to heare the other Pythagoricall Philoſo- 
phers, Appollonins Tyanius trauailed « the king- 
dome of Perſia, and paſſed ouet the mountaine Canceſur, 
and viſited the Alhanes, Sqthiam Maſſageres and all the 
rich kingdomes of India. Afterwardes was caryed vnto 
the Brachmanes , and heard lchas in his chaire otgolde 
diſputing of the hidden cauſes of thinges, and of the hid · 
den miſteries of nature. From thence by the Elamites , 
Babylonians, Caaldees, Meedes, Aſſirians, Arabians,and 
Paleſtines, he returned to Alexandria, and from thence 
vent into Ethiopia to heare the Gymnoſophiſtes, and to 
learne their ſecret and hidden artes. This vertue is 
truely to be followed , and not the ſluggiſmeſſe of thoſe 
flothfull followers which hauiug ſcarſe once moued their 
ſoote from their countrie hers , yer will diſalowe this 
Spagerick arte, and thinke no further labor to be taken 
In ſtarching of the trueth, when notwithſtanding) art 
doeth make open vnto vs the maruclous and hidden ſe. 
cretes of nature: Neither in my judgement ate they vne 
worthely contemned of thoſe which with their manifold 
ils and iraucls haue ſought our thoſe ſectets of nature, 

t | pray you, what tooliſhneſſe is this, to forbid vs to 
vic agy other medicines then thoſe which were knowne 
ia mc? As though Rhabarbe then which no medi-

Phiſitions. Further to what purpoſe is it that they obiect

tric and mankinde : vnto the which (the more is the 
grieſe) there is too much nee de of thoſe kinde of medi- 
cines in theſe moſt lamentable and crueſj times herein 
ithath ſolong beene bloodied with domeſticall and Ci- 
uell warres:but to encounter with their ſlaunders which 
crye out that theſe kind of medicines doe not onely re- 

uire long and difficile preparation, but allo that _— 
1 deare that euery one cannot eaſily vſe them. 1 
thought good therefore firſt to ſet downe common medi- 
cines, and then to come to thoſe which I do farre more 
eſteeme, as indeede they are farre more excellent then 
the other, as by their preparation you may knowe. Albe- 
it alſo I haue determined to haue conſideration of the 
poore and comm5 ſoldiour and to ſet downe them apart 
that ſhall helpe the rich,

Aurum vitę is made many wayes, for being calcined af- 
tet the Spagerick manner it is made light and ſpungeous 
which cannot be reduced againe, from which wich diſtil- 
led vinegar is drawne the ſalt in Balneo,whoſe qualities by 
citeulations with the ſpirit of wine ate ſo increaſed that 
they ſeeme to be incredible for the curing of innumerable 
diſeaſes. 

Calcine golde made into thinne plates ſo oſt with ſalt 
preparate ( by a Philoſophicallcalcination ) vutill it bee 
made ynpalpable, the ſalt by diſſolutions being ſeperate 
from the Alcoole of Golde, then calcine it againe with 
verie white ſugre d ſalt, and to this mixture power of the 
{pirit ot wine alcooly zat with his proper ſalt, According to 
bo preceprs of arte that it may couer it ouer onely iiij. 
fingers, then ſet on fire that the alcooll may burne : and 


thas you ſhalldoc oftentimes then power on neue * 
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of wine and circulate all rightly and decently the ſpace of 
ini. dayes. Then ſepatate the menſtrewe with compotent 
diſtillation and powre on newe againe circulating and di- 

ſtilling as you did before ſo often vntill all the ſub» 

ſtaunce of Golac be caried out by the Limbecke: 

The menſtrewe being ſeparated as it ought 

the Golde of life will remaine in che 

bottome, the moſt excellent 

and beſt of all 
ſecretes.
